REMARKS 



The Office Action of August 14, 2006 has been received and carefully noted. The 
following remarks are submitted as a full and complete response thereto. 

The office Action dated August 14, 2006 was a restriction requirement, requiring 
election between one of two inventions, which the Office Action indicated as being recited in 
the application. The two inventions are: 

Invention I, recited in claims 4-6, drawn to a motorized roller; and 
Invention II, recited in claims 7-8, drawn to a method of manufacturing a 
motorized roller. 

Applicants respectfully elect to prosecute the Invention I, recited in claims 4-6, 
directed to a motorized roller. Applicants respectfully request, however, reconsideration of 
the restriction requirement, and request examination of all of claims 4-8. Timely 
consideration on the merits respectfully requested. Applicants reserve the right to file a 
divisional patent application on the non-elected subject matter.
